Chapter 92, Section 36 of the Revised Statutes, 1954 

“ Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give reasonable 
notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting notification in some 
public place in the Town, or shall notify them in such other ways as the 
Town directs, to make and bring in to them true and perfect lists of 
their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt 
from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day of April 
of the same year. If any resident owner, after such notice, or any 
non-resident owner after being reasonably requested thereto by 
the Assessors does not bring in such lists, he is hereby barred 
of his right to make application to the Assessors, or the County Com- 
missioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with 
his application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed. The request upon non-resident owners may be proved 
by a notice sent by mail directed to the last known address of the tax- 


payer or given by any other method that. brings notice home to the 
taxpayer.”

A. M. to 4 o’clock P. M. for the purpose above stated. 


Dog Owners — ATTENTION 
Dogs may be licensed during February and March. They must be 
licensed by April 1, 1959. (Blanks will be ready at the Town Clerk’s 
office.) If it is necessary to issue a warrant to a constable to collect 
delinquent dog licenses, there will be additional costs to the taxpayer.

AUDITOR’S REPORT 


January 26, 1959

Rangeley, Maine 


Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 405, Public Laws of 
1957, and at your request, the financial records of the Town of Rangeley 
have been audited for the year ended December 31, 1958. 

As required by Statute, one copy of this report and the audit pro- 
cedural form prescribed by Chapter 311, Public Laws of 1957, have 
been forwarded to the State Department of Audit. 

The examination was in the form of a limited general audit as 
prescribed by the National Committee on Governmental Accounting. 
Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with the preceding year, and 
included all procedures considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the audit, the 
financial affairs of the Town appear to have been appropriately handled, 
with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present the re- 
sult of the financial operation of the Town for the period designated. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF RANGELEY 
JANUARY 1, 1958 TO DECEMBER 31, 1958 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Rangeley has been 
completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 1958. The 
audit included an examination of certain financial records maintained 
by the Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Manager, 
and the town meeting records of the Town Clerk. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed. that avail- 
able funds exceeded expenditures by $16,736.49, per the following sum- 
mary: 


Operating Accounts 


Unexpended Balances $ 20,840 88 

Overdrafts 4,104 39 

Net Unexpended Balances > 16,736 49 
ASSETS 


The cash balance of $19,181.75 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by Rangeley Trust Company (Schedule A-1). Cash was 
counted at the audit date and reconciled with the closing balance. Cash 
receipts and bank deposits were compared on a monthly basis for the 
audit period. 


Other assets, including accounts receivable, taxes receivable and tax 
liens were reviewed and reconciled with balances shown on the Select- 
men’s records. Letters of verification were utilized on a sample basis 
and payments received after the close of the municipal year were re- 
viewed to determine their validity at the year end. 


LIABILITIES 
Liabilities at the year end totaled $21,391.71 consisting of notes 
payable of $20,527.77 and payroll deductions of $863.94. 


<I OO 
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RESERVES AND SURPLUS 
The appropriation account balances at the year end totaled 
$10,717.97, representing balances carried forward to the ensuing year 
in accordance with statutory requirements, or at the direction of the 


Town Officers (Exhibit D). 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town at the closing date was 
$18,863.28, an increase of $422.81 as compared with the preceding year. 
Full detail of the change in surplus is presented in Exhibit C. 


TRUST FUNDS 
Trust fund principals at the year end totaled $27,508.00 while un- 
expended income amounted to $1,236.52. These were represented by 
time deposits of $3,044.52 and U. S. Government bonds totaling 
$25,700.00 (Schedules A-9, A-10). 
New cemetery perpetual care funds totaling $1,125.00 were re- 
ceived and invested during the year under review. 


Trust fund investments were verified by physical inspection of the 
government bonds and bank passbooks representing time deposits. 


The audit disclosed that a number of the Series G bonds repre- 
senting trust fund investments have reached maturity and should be 
cashed and the proceeds reinvested. 


GENERAL 
A review of a transcript of the Town Clerk’s records revealed that 
the transfer of $16,909.52 from surplus to the education account was 
authorized by the townspeople. 


A Surety bond in the amount of $10,000.00 was on file to cover 
the activities of the Town Manager, Tax Collector and Treasurer. Ad- 


ditional bond coverage was on file covering the deputy treasurer to 
the extent of $2,000.00. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed. as pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. Letters of verification were utilized on a 
sample basis to determine the accuracy of recorded assets and liabilities 
at the audit date. Receipts, vouchers and cancelled checks were ex- 
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amined for selected periods, with no exceptions noted. Time deposits 
and U. S. Government bonds representing the investment of trust funds 
were verified by physical examination. Excise tax collections were veri- 
fied by examination of the copies of the receipts retained by the Col- 
lector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial position of the Town at Decem- 
ber 31, 1958, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

To the Selectmen and Taxpayers of Rangeley: 

I would like to refer to Chapter 90-A, Sec. 40, of Revised Statutes 
of Maine which states that an annual report shall contain a list of all 
delinquent taxpayers and the amount due from each. Each year this 
list gets longer and it also becomes more and more expensive to check 
and recheck it and be positive of taxes paid after Dec. 31 deadline. 
If you found it difficult to pay your taxes on time this year, try paying 
them earlier next year. It isn’t necessary to wait for a tax bill. Partial 
payments, based on last year’s tax bill would be most welcome. In 
so doing you could save any interest charges by getting your tax paid 
before Oct. Ist and also save all the taxpayers money by reducing 
the amount the town must borrow.

White Pine Blister Rust Control 


The following statements are submitted to show the status of white 
pine blister rust control in Rangeley. 


Blister rust is a tree disease which infects and kills white pines 
only. The fungus causing infection is spread to the pines by tiny 
spores produced on all kinds of currant and gooseberry bushes. ‘The 
disease can NOT spread from one pine to another. Therefore, all that 
is needed to stop it from spreading is to locate and destroy the currant 
and gooseberry bushes growing near enough to infect the pines. State 
and Federal agencies provide technical supervision and help towns 
and individuals finance the cost of the work needed. 


Judging by our experiences in Rangeley this summer it appears 
that white pine is particularly vulnerable to the blister rust throughout 
the region. It may be that weather conditions have been especially 
favorable for the development of the rust. At any rate we noted many 
pines that had cankers of recent origin as well as old dead and dying 
trees. The growth of the young pines that were still healthy appeared 
to be as good as the best in the State. 


The results of the 1958 control program are as follows: one man 
spent a couple of weeks scouting and mapping the best pine areas on 
aerial photos. About 130 acres of pine of sufficient value to justify con- 
trol work were found. To protect this pine acreage it was necessary to 
eliminate the currant and gooseberry bushes from about 370 acres. 
16,700 of these plants were sprayed with a chemical weed-killer. Five 
men were engaged in this work, two of them from Rangeley. The 
cost of this work amounted to $665.28 (Rangeley: $264.40; State and 
Federal agencies: $400.88). In addition the State and Federal agencies 
paid for aerial photos, transportation, chemicals and other incidentals. 


Due to the large number of currant and gooseberry bushes sprayed, 
we feel further examinations at two year periods may be necessary to 
insure the work already done. The relocation of the main highway is 
going to cause considerable disturbance that may cause a regrowth of 
the host plants. 
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We think white pine grows exceptionally well in the Rangeley 
region but any future planting should be made on sites where prior 
examination shows a low count of currant and gooseberry bushes.

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Annual Report of the 
Public Health Nursing Service 


RANGELEY — 1958 


What has public health nursing meant to you in 1958? 


In some instances you may not have felt the effect of public health 
nursing directly. If you have had no children in school, no preschool 
children for child health conferences, have attended no immunization 
clinics or x-ray clinics or have not participated in any of these activities 
as a volunteer and thave been in good health, it is very likely that you 
have not given public health nursing much thought in the past year, 
and you are likely to be affected by this aspect of community activity 
only insofar as you are affected by the well-being of your neighbor. 

Of course, we are all aware that rich and poor alike thhave health 
problems for which they are not equipped by training or knowledge 
to handle. And certainly your public health nurse does not know all 
the answers. But it is the responsibility of your public health nurse to 
have at her command, knowledge of the source from which your an- 
swers can be found. And if there does not seem to be a solution, 
perhaps your public health nurse can help you adjust to the necessary 
limitations. 

My work as a public health nurse is accomplished in two ways, 
one by group activities such as school physicals, child health conferences 
and others, and another by service to individuals mostly through home 
visits. In a few of the communities which I serve, I am supported by a 
Health Council organized to initiate and participate in group activities 
and to act as a sounding board for the specific needs of their com- 
munity. These health councils have a yearly round-up where they are 
able to meet and talk with members from other communities. 


The Rangeley Health Council participated in the spring child 
health conferences, the school immunization program, the school physi- 
cals, and a community immunization program and have spent con- 
siderable time and thought on the dental problem existing among the 
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school children. It has been possible for me to make a number of 
home visits and to assist families in planning for correction or treat- 
ment of various physical deviations. 

I have, on occasion, been concerned about the housing situation. 
In some of the larger city areas real housing projects have been under- 
taken to raise the living standards of less privileged families. Perhaps 
such a project, even on a small scale, would be more than the town 
of Rangeley would consider tackling. Nevertheless, I feel that it is 
important to keep the problem in mind and to be ready to grasp and 
possibly create opportunities for improvement. 

As we approach another year may we continue to provide a whole- 
some, healthful atmosphere in which our children may grow to be 
strong and vigorous men and women.

Scheduling difficulties may necessitate exceptions and deviations in 
sequence. Typing is an extra subject taken for /4 credit only. Driver 
Education is an extra subject taken for ¥% credit only -by those whose 
schedule permits. 

No student will be allowed to take more than the normal load of 
full credit subjects unless he or she has demonstrated ability to do extra 
work successfully. 

In order to take a second year of a specialized subject, a grade of 80 
must have been maintained the previous year in that subject field. A 
grade of 85 is recommended. 

Every student, before he can be granted a diploma, must complete 
with passing grades a minimum of 16 credits including the following: 
English — four years; American History — one year; Fundamentals of 
Freedom and Government — one year. 

Any student who desires to attend a vocational trade or technical 
school should take algebra. 

Home Economics 9 and 10 will consist of 2 single and 2 double 
periods per week, thereby giving those girls enrolled approximately 2 
study periods. 

Students in General, Home Economics and Industrial Arts Courses 
must have a minimum of one year of science, preferably two years. 

Home Economics 11 and 12 may be taken either during the junior 
or senior year (not both years).

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Report of the Rangeley School 
Building Committee 


To the Citizens of Rangeley: 


After due study and deliberation, the Rangeley School Building 
Committee hereby submits for your consideration the following recom- 
mendations: 

1. We recommend that the present Rangeley elementary school build- 
ing be razed and that the site be properly prepared for the erection 
of an 8-room elementary school containing an all-purpose room and 
other supporting areas. 

2. We recommend that the new elementary school employ the basic 
principles of design contained in a preliminary sketch prepared 
for the committee by Melvin W. Beck of Waterville, said con- 
struction to cost approximately $120,000 plus 5°% for architectural 
tees. 

3. We recommend that due consideration be given to the possibility 
of sewerage disposal expenses that may run between $5,000 and 
$10,000. 

4. We recommend that consideration also be given to the furnishing 
of such a building which will cost approximately $10,000. 

5. We recommend that the present School Building Committee be 
reappointed to execute such plans as may be acceptable to the 
town as indicated by action taken by them assembled at the An- 
nual Town Meeting of March 1959. 

6. We recommend that the Rangeley Board of Selectmen insert in 
the Town Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of 1959 such 
articles as they deem necessary in order that action with regard to 
the above matters may be properly instigated.

Rangeley Lakes Region Chamber 
of Commerce 


To the Citizens of Rangeley: 


The financial reports of the Chamber for the past year appear in 
this book. A separate report is given for the money expended through 
the Town Office. The advertising program undertaken a year ago has 
progressed very satisfactorily. The film of the Rangeley Region entitled 
“The Rest of Your Life” has been available to groups as far south as 
to include Virginia and west to include Ohio since last May. The 
response has been excellent. As of December 31, 1958 the colored films 
had been shown to 525 groups totaling 30,293 people. The black and 
white films had been shown on TV sixteen times to an estimated view- 
ing audience of 817,900 people. The advance bookings for the coming 
months are heavy and steadily increasing. These films are being 
distributed by the Modern Talking Picture Service, Inc. of New York 
City at a cost to us of $3.00 for each booking to a group, and $15.00 for 
each TV booking. We sincerely feel that this film distribution, com- 
bined with a sound newspaper advertising campaign each year, con- 
stitutes a progressive promotional program for the entire region. It is 
our plan to continue to advertise this year in the newspapers from which 
we received the greatest number of returns last year. 

Last year a new billboard type sign was erected on Rt. 4, south of 
Farmington. The similar sign on Rt. 2 was relocated and repainted. 
Our program for the coming year includes plans for two more signs of 
this type. One will be located on Rt. 4 in Auburn, in clear view of the 
exit from the Maine Turnpike. The other will be in Errol, New 
Hampshire. 

Mr. Paul Ellis served the Chamber in the capacity of Publicity Di- 
rector during the summer months. His sincere interest and enthusiasm 
for the Rangeley Region enabled him to serve very capably. Among 
his other duties, Mr. Ellis supervised the Summer Activities sponsored 
by the Chamber. It is felt that these activities are of great importance 
in creating activity and interest among our many summer visitors. It 
is our hope that Mr. Ellis will be able to continue his fine work with us 
this coming summer.

A building was purchased and moved to Oquossoc to serve as an 
Information Office. The inside .of the building was finished last year. 
However, circumstances prevented completing the grading etc. around 
it. It is hoped to continue with that work this year, to improve the out- 
ward appearance of the building. 

Both Information Offices were open seven days each week during 
the late spring and summer months. Approximately 1200 parties regis- 
tered in the Oquossoc Office and 3050 in the Rangeley Office. There 
were 23 lists of inquiries sent out to all hotel and camp owners during 
the year, comprising 1259 inquiries for accommodations. In each case, 
the inquirer was sent a Rangeley Guide booklet and a letter of acknowl- 
edgement from the office. 

There are two appropriations requested this year. The smaller 
amount will be used to run the Information Offices as usual. The larger 
amount will be paid out through the Town Office for advertising of the 
region; for distribution of the Rangeley film and newspaper adver- 
tising. We sincerely feel that this is a sound and well balanced pro- 
gram which should be continued for the general good of all residents 


of the Rangeley Lakes Region.

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Town Manager's Report 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Rangeley: 


I am happy to present this, my first report to you, as your Town 
Manager. 

In the past ten months a point that has been brought home to me, 
is the interest shown by our non-resident property owners in our town 
government. ‘These people are not just “summer people” and occa- 
sional visitors, but the ones that pay 399% of our taxes. They are not 
present at our annual Town Meeting but they certainly deserve con- 
sideration. Therefore I urge you to study this Town Report; see 
where last year’s monies were spent, and through your vote at the 
coming Town Meeting, decide the services and improvements you and 
our summer residents will receive during the coming year. 

Last year, we purchased a new typewriter and a new adding machine 
which caused the overdraft in the Town Office Account. In using the 
new adding machine to compute all the taxes rather than having to use 
tax tables, I believe it saved the Town much more than the overdraft, 
in labor alone. 

It was very gratifying to receive so many letters from camp owners, 
thanking the Town for the work done by the Winter Patrolman. There 
were also many who stopped at the Town Office during the summer 
and personally voiced their approval of his efforts. 

The sore spot of the Health and Sanitation Department is the Town 
dump at Rangeley. We can and must improve it this year. Perhaps a 
fence and a graveled loop would help. If the people would dump their 
waste outside the loop in an area between two markers, it could be con- 
tinually burned and kept reasonably cleaned up. In the past it has shown 
to be very expensive to bulldoze the whole area and in so doing scatter 
wire, broken glass, and nails over the entire surface. 

Two very worthwhile projects are Elm Tree Sanitation and White 
Pine Blister Rust Control. To destroy breeding places of the beetle that 
spreads Dutch Elm Disease, clean-up and pruning processes must be 
done about April Ist. Although I could not find any evidence of diseased 
trees in the village, it is imperative that we continue to work at a sanita- 
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tion program so that we can delay and immediately recognize the start 
of the disease. The report of last year’s Blister Rust Control work is on 
a following page. 

The major road projects last year were on Allen Street, streets in 
Oquossoc, and State Aid Reconstruction done near King Spring. Due to 
the increase of the State’s valuation of our Town, the maximum allow- 
able appropriation (4 units) for State Aid Reconstruction will be more 
this year. Therefore we may have available a total of more than $10,000 
for such a project. The three sections of State Aid Road in Rangeley 
where this may be spent, are the Mingo Loop, Bald Mt. Road, and 
the Loon Lake Road. The last two are State Aid, only where presently 
paved. Many good reasons have been voiced, suggesting a State Aid 
Reconstruction Job between Hunter Cove Bridge and the Mingo Club 
House. 

Last year we tarred Oquossoc Ave., Cross Street Extension, part of 
the Oquossoc streets, the Allen Street reconstruction, and the town way 
leading into the Mingo Hotel. This year we should give the second coat 
of tar to Allen Street, Oquossoc Ave. and the streets in Oquossoc, plus an 
increased effort to improve other local streets. As for the Bonney Point 
Road, Faunce Road and other town ways that are used mainly by our 
summer residents, I feel a good gravel road, kept smooth and well- 
treated with calcium chloride will please those people as much as any- 
thing we could do. The cost of preparing those roads for tarring and 
its application would be considerable. If it were done, it is doubtful in 
my mind that we could keep the tarred surface from breaking up. 

The Bald Mt. Road Extension is a problem that should be given con- 
siderable thought by all the townspeople. 

Last year there was a petition received by the Selectmen to add 
approximately one thousand feet to the road. It was not accomplished, 
due mainly to difficulties arising from right-of-way problems and lack 
of time for a Special Town Meeting, and actual road construction. This 
year the proposal is given in its own articles. 

Last year our welfare costs were approximately $2500 more than in 
1957. This is mostly accounted for by State Welfare cases for which 
the Town has been reimbursed. The cost of express and distribution 
of donated commodities was $130. The following food was distributed: 
butter-1200 lbs., cheese-1300 lbs., dry milk-1000 lbs., flour-2500 lbs., corn- 
meal-850 lbs., and rice-600 Ibs. 

The Airport Committee has been criticized about maintenance at the 
field. The major objections were tall trees at the end of SE strip, rough- 
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ness of field caused by automobile and truck traffic, unmowed grass, and 
lack of markers showing ends and sides of usable runway surface. These 
conditions may be corrected by a small added maintenance cost, but the 
question as to whether or not the expected growth of air-traffic will war- 
rant the expenditure of approximately $8000 for an additional 700 ft. 
of runway plus widening to 250 ft. is a question to be decided at the 
coming Town Meeting. 

My sincere thanks to Ed Parsons, the Selectmen, Mrs. Beal, my 
fellow employees, and you, the citizens of Rangeley for your assistance 
and cooperation during my first year as a Town Manager.
